I scored a lot of knock- 
outs Jost a decision to Willle Meehan, but I was on my way, 
taking on bigger and better foes.” 


The fact is that the miraculous Dempsey fought for four 
years before he finally began to look like somebody ef import- 
ance. In his early days he had some terrific fights with speci- 
mens Iike the burly Negro Jolin Lester Johnson, Battling Jim 
Johnson, Andre Anderson, Wild Bert Kenney, Andy Malloy and 
many other tough foes, Some of his battles lasted 20 rounds. 


His later battles are still remembered as epics, the mad as- 
sault on the giant Jess Willard, the furious melee with Luis 
Ange Firpo, the Wild Bull of the Pampas, and those two fights 
with Gene Tunney in which Dempsey made more friends in de- 
feat than he ever had in victory.

CHALK RIVER, Ont. (CP)— 
Scientists at Canada’s nuclear pro- 
ject here arg.confident that within 
a year or so they will be designing 
a smali reactor to generate elec- 
tric power from atomic energy. 

But they hedge on the possibility 
of electricity from‘ atomic energy 
becoming an early reality. 

There have been predictions by 
Tesponsible persons that the atom 
will be harnessed for power on a 
commercial basis in five years. 
Chalk River scientists will only 
say that prospects are good for 
economical nuclear power for com- 
mercial purposes. They don't say 
that their proposed pilot reactor 
will produce electric energy eco- 
nomically.

The reactor merely 
replaces the boiler and coal-firing | 
equipment of a conventional elec-; 
tric-power station. 

NEED NEW METALS > 

However, the usual construction 
materials, such as steel, are not 
suitable for an atomic furnace. 
They absorb too many neutrons— 
the atomic bullets released during 
the fission of chain-reaction pro- 
cess inside the reactor. This atomic 
Process creates the heat which will 
be used to raise steam to drive 
electric generators, 

Sclentists now are searching for 
new.metals which will not absorb 
the neutrons.
